HE Lord Danbartons, ſometime called Doxglass Regiment conſiſts of 

Six and Twenty Companies, and by their continual Exerciſe and 

Service at Tangier, Holland, and other places abroad; they have 

been fo improved in Military Diſcipline, - that they are looked up- 

| on as one of the Largeſt and Ableſt Regiments in the Kings Domi- 
niens; but as they have Courage , ſo they always and in all Quarters they have 
come to, have been known for the moſt Ripacious Villinous Fellows in the whole 
Army, leaving in'all places marks of their Barbgrity and cry, fo that 
in England eſpecially, they have been looked upon by all People as the com- 
mca Nuſfance and Grievance of the Kingdom ; and by their Pillaging Outra- 


gcs, Robberies, and Murders, they are uttterly Deteſted and Abominated by 
zl that have had the Misfortune to know them. | 


About two years agoe they raiſed a Diſturbance even the City of Zendon, 
near their Quarters at White Chappell, a while after at Ipſwich in Suffolk, upon 
no reaſonable pretence but their own Ravenous and Tumultuous Humours, 
they were after the preſent Kings coming.to Town ſent ro /pſwich again to Quar- 
ter, and were deſigned by his Majeſty , and the Honourable Parliament for the 
Service of our great Friends the Srares, but they ben for fometime uſed to a 
Luxurious Idle Life in London, did notonly ſeem to deeline that Service bux any 
other, under pretenee of not having their Arrears paid them, whereupon his 
moſt Gracious Majeſty forthwith Orders their full Arrears and Pay, (but like 
true Villains) they now finding that Excuſe baulked, were reſolved to raiſe a- 
nother, and no ſooner had they received their Pay, bot they immediately Scizc 
their own Officers binding and ſecuring them, and drawing our they pretend ro 
Declare for the late Abdicated King Fames, and offer great Violences to ſeveral 
of their Officers and others who endeavoured to perſwade them quietly to lay 
down, and be.quiet ; and fearing they ſhould be roo weak to ſtand the Force of 
the Country, they endeavour to force ſome Ships to Tranſport them to Scotland, 
to raſe and foment Divifions in that Kingdonm, but Notice being ſent to the 
Commanders of ſome of his AMajeſties Ships in the Port, Eight menof War pre- 

- ſently drew out to atrend their Adotion, and the News being brought Yeſterday 
to King and Parliament, Five Regiments were Ordered forthwith ro arch to 
; reduce them, viz. The Lord Devenſhires, two of Dutch Dragoons, and two 0- 
thers, and to Day it was moved in Parliament that they might forthwith be de- 
clared Rebels and expoſed tothe willof the Country, whono doubt will be glad 
of ſy good an Opportunity of” Puniſhing ſuch Rebellious Aiſcreants”, and 
making them Examples to the other baſe Corrupted part of the late Kings Army, 
who by a long Diſcontiwance from Martial Diſcipline are fo diſſolved in Luxu- 
ry and Debauchery, that they may more juſtly be called a Neſt of Vagabonds 
and Cowards, than an Army of Valiant and truly haneft Edglsſk-mev, 5

HE Tri finding that they had not gain'd much Reputation by 
| their Actions in the alqam orb ry, vahant and ſucceſsful in 
the. taking of Towns, were refolved at' laſt to try what they - 
could do in keeping of Towns committed to their Care and 
Courage: Carrickfergus was the place where they thought fir, 
in ſome meaſure, to retrieve their Credit and Reputatzon : But when our 
Frigats at Sea, and Land Forces at Land had appeared before it, and mad8 
ſuch Breaches in the Walls, and Deſtruion 1n the Town, by their Guns and 
Bombs, they judged it fafeit for them to Capitulate and Surrender; which 
they did on Wedneſday laſt.. The Garriſon confilted of near Two thouſand 
Men , and though at the firſt Summons ſent them by the Duke of Schom- 
berg, they wereſo ſtout as to refuſe to hearken to any Conditions of Surren- 
der, yet their Courage not continuing long, they accepted of the Terms of 
Marching out' with Colours flying. Arms, and Drums beating, &c. and to go 
to Charlemont. But ſuch was the ill nature of the Rabble, that they fell apon 
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
